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INTRODUCTION 


The 83 volumes reproduced in this microcopy contain communications, 
with related enclosures, that were received by the Secretary of State 
from diplomatic representatives of the United States accredited to 
Japan in the period 1855-1906. The series, which may be referred to 
as "Diplomatic Despatches, Japan," is part of a larger body of records 
in the National Archives designated as Record Group 59, General Records 
of the Department of State. The documents have been reproduced An the 
order, for the most part chronological, in which they appear in the 
volumes. Their contents are registered on Roll l.

A 
considerable number of enclosures are copies of communications sent 
by American’representatives to Japanese officials, Pamphlets, news— 
paper clippings, and other printed matter are-sometimes: enclosed. 


‘Apart from numbered despatches and enclosures, these volumes 
sontddis Many unnumbered letters, some of which are marked "Private" 
-or "“Confidéntial." Unnumbered or private letters, more informal than 
déspatches, may report official matters requiring Secrecy or not 
fully covered in the despatches, or may convey personal news, 
acknowledgments of appointment or recall, announcements of arrival 
or departure, and statements of official expenses. The volumes also 
contain telegrams and cables, which were not numbered. |

We venture to address you Sir, as the representative of 
the people of the United States at thai port and crave your 
assistance "in requesting you to submit this our protest to 
the proper authorities in whose hands we are willing to leave 
the whole matter to deal with as they think fit. In conelu- 
sion we would say a word in regard to our acceptance of the 
sum of money before mentioned in order that no misconstruction 
may be placed on our acceptance of the same. On our arrival 
here we had only sufficient funds in hand to enable us to 
reach our destination (Shanghai) and being without funds in 


this port and being compelled to remain here for a certain 


period we think that our acceptance of this sum to meet cur- 


rent expenses will be easily understood. We wish, however, 
to make it clear that as soon as we are in a position to re- 


fund this money we shall gladly do so.

In 1879 the government storehouses at Nakamura were 

- found to be totally inadequate to accomodate the largely in- 
creased quantity of kerosene imported and, pending the erect- 
ion of additional storehouses, ‘permission was granted to 
importers of kerosene at Yokohama to rent land at a place 


called"the Swamp" from July, 1879, to July, 1880, upon which 


they were permitted to store oil temporarily, i.e. ,for one 
year, the term of their leases. The China and Japan Trading 
Company availed itself of. the permission granted, leased 
certain lots of land in"the Swamp* and erected storehouses 
thereon. At the expiration of the lease, the lots occupied

The Consuls were notified of the : change and there is nothing 
to show that it was not accepted by them and by the importers 
as a satisfactory settlement at that time. 

During the present year, at the instance of the Standard 
Oil Company of New York, I made representations to H. I, J. 
M*s. Government relative to the storage charge collected, -? 
rin per case-,stating that, in my Opinion, it was an excessive 
charge and asking thet it he very considerably reduced. Upon 
my representations, H. I. J. M's. Government consented to a 
reduction from 7 rin per case to 3.75 rin per case. | 
The storage charge of 1 sen per case ‘on kerosene prior 

to October l, 1882, and of 7 rin per case until the present 
rate was adopted, were fixed by agreement between the 
Representative of the United States, and others, with H. Ie de 
M’s. Government. That agreement fixed the amount of storage 
on kerosene that the Japanese Government could rightfully 
collect.

There is no question as to the fact that ‘there was 

more blood shed at Port Arthur than at any other place,and 

perhaps more than was absolutely necessary; but neperta sent 

abroad by foreipn correspondents, especially by the reporter 

of "The World", are greatly exaggerated and highly colored so 

as to give a sensational effect. At the fall of Port Arthur 

Chinese soldiers seeing that open resistence was futile, 

discarded their military uniforms and putting an citizens 

dress disguised themselves as peaceful inhabitants of the 

place and betook themselves to the vacant houses of the 
town which the real peaceful inhabitants had quit some days 

previous to the attack thereon by the Japanese army. This 

is the more evident since the real inhabitants returned to 

Port Arthur and their homes after. peace and order ‘were re- | 


secretly carried arms, and, ag they were not accustomed to 


stored. The Chinese pre thus disguisine themselves & 


| giving quarter to their enemies and were afraid of being 
killed in case they surrendered, hid themselves in all sorts 
of disguise, and when at last they were discovered by the 
Japanese, offered resistence and fought to the last. 
Some of the peaceful inhabitants who had not left the place 
before the battle, were said to have been ordered to fire 
and resist; which they did; but most of those found killed at 
Port Arthur proved to be soldiers in disguise. This is shown 
from the fact that almost all the corpses found had on them 


some articles of Chinese military dress inside the outer 
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garments. 


One of the foreign correspondents has said that, as 


most of the killed at Port Arthur bore sword cut words, they 
presented a more horrible spectacle than if they had received 
bullet wounds. This may be one of the causes that led some 
foreigners to exaggerate the facts. The Japanese soldiers 
were greatly excited by the sight of the fearfully mutilated 
bodies of their comrades who had been taken prisoners by the 
Chinese, some of whom had been burnt alive while others had 
been crucified. In spite of this the Japanese preserved 
discipline and none of those who peacefully surrendered 
themselves were either killed or maltreated, and about 355 
Chinese prisoners who were taken at the fall of Port Arthur 
have been kindly treated and are being brought to Tokio where 


they will arrive in a few days.

As to the vnfortunate circumstances at Port Arthur 


IT cen only say what I saw of it of course but I am sorry 


to say that even that little is such as to lay the army 
open to the most severe censure, oipesieily as it was 
quite different from vhat one should have expected from 
Marshal Oyama's proclamation. I have seen myself a 
number of cases of the killing of men who not only could 
have been made prisoners without resistance but who were 
plainly unarmed and in ae position of most humble surren- 
der. I have also seen a number of-bodies whose hands 
were tied behind their backs. I have seen bodies very 
much mutilated and bearing wounds indicating that they 
were killed with the bayonet. when I know beyond questin 
that where they lie there was no resistance. I have seen 
these things not as a result of going around for the 
purpose of seeing horrors but in the ordinary course of 
my observation of the battle and of trips to the forts 
and main points of interest. I heard talk here among the 
correspondents of atrogities ones bLed on the 22nd and 
23rd of November. Of these I know nothing whatever’. I 
did not see any atrogities on those days. I heard some 
firing in the hills around the town but sawno act of 
violence on either of those days. Iwas about the “ 
most, of the 22nd and rite the afternoon, opal ie 0 2rd. yu a 


. 
saw no new acts of war or pillage except the looting of 
the houses and stores. That went on until there was real- 
ly nothing much left to loot. 

I find some excuse for the acts of the 2lst in the 
barbarities committed by the Chinese. The mutilated 
heads of some Japanese captives were hung on some small 
trees at the entrance of the town and this sight must 
have enraged the troops. Again, I doubt if the Japenese 
for a moment thought they were going to have such an easy 
task in taking the town and sea forts. When they advan- 
ced throuvh the town it is my belief that they were momene 
tarily looking for resistance and with such an idea began 
to clear the way, with the result that the troops soon 
got out of hand and made an unnecessary slaughter. I do 
not think this excuse sufficient but it ought to be borne 
in mind that such occurrences happen in all armies and it 
is hardly fair to expect miracles of the Jamnese. At the 
same time such acts have always met with censure and $0

To any body who, as I have since I joined this army, ~ 


has seen the kindness, courtesy and gentle ways of the 

Jap nese the recollection of Port Arthur is especially 
unpleasant. Up to that time the behavior of the army to- 
ward the poor people of this country was all that any 

body could have wished. Since that time such has also a 
been the case as far as I On Here at Kinchau the ff : a 
anese have treated the Chinese in the most kind and fair : a 
way. Bvorthing that could be done has been done to quie a 


a @ = 
the Chinese and to insure a just and fair ivendabent Of 
them. Markets have been opened and fair prices have al- 
ways been paid. There is no lawlessness and no sign§: of 

ill treatment. In truth I think these Chinese are now 
better off than they have ever been in their lives and I 
think they appreciate the fact. In view of these facts 
I cannot but feel that the acts of this army at Port Ar- 
thur ought not to be remembered and its acts at other 
times forgotten. There may have been special causes 
leading up to the affair at Port Arthur of whiéh I am 
not aware. I have no doubt that exaggerated reports 
have beenssent but not having seen them I am not able to 
make any criticism of them. I have not up to this time 
made any report of this phase of the battle and do so now 
only because I judge from your letter that reports of it 
have come to your ears and you may desire more solid 
foundation for any expression of view which might become 
necessaryhgreafter. 

I have been very kindly and courteously treated by. 
all the Japanese officers I have met. To Pield Marshal 
Oyama and his Staff I “ indebted for many comforts all 
the mare appreciated because of the especially friendly 
spirit in which they have been extended. To General 
Kavakami and his subordinates at Hiroshima I am also 


under many Obligations. In foct I cheerfully bear testi- 
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mony to the fact that such general kindness and thought- E 
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fulness is more than I cou'd fairly have expected from 
any army in the world.

Upon further investigation I find that the 
question involved in connection with Lake's property at Nage- 
saki is a far more serious one than I had at first supposed.

The measure which my colleague and myself find it necessary at this moment to adopt, 
is the logical and inevitable result of a situation for which we are in no wise responsible. 

China has hitherto held herself almost entirely aloof from other Powers and while she 
has in some instances enjoyed the advantages accruing to her as a member ofthe family of 
nations, she has perhaps more frequently denied the responsibilities of that-relation. She has 
pursned a policy of isolation and distrust and consequently her external relations have not been 
characterized by that frankness and good faith which are essential to good neighborhood. 

Instances are not wanting in which.Chinese Commissioners, after having formally 
agreed to international compacts, have refused to affix their seals and cases might be cited in 
which treaties solemnly concluded have been unceremoniously and without apparent reason, 
repudiated. 

Those unfortunate occurrences find a sufficient explanation in the fact that China was 
not on those oecasions seriously in earnest, but beyond that it might be said with truth that the 
officials who were designated to carry on negotiations had not been clothed with the necessary 
authority for the purpose. 

It has from the first been the wish of Japan to avoid results which history teaches her 
are liable to be the outcome of negotiations with Chinese officials who are not clothed with full 
powers in the sense in which that term is usually understood. Consequently the Imperial 
Government made it a condition precedent to any peace negotiations, that the Chinese Pleni- 
potentiaries should be furnished with full powers to conclude peace, and it was only upon receiv-’ 
ing positive assurances from the Chinese Government that that condition precedent had been 
complied with and that the Chinese Plenipotentiaries were on their way to Japan, that His Majesty 
the Emperor of Japan conferred upon my colleague and myself full powers to conclude and 
sign Preliminaries of Peace, with the Plenipotentiaries of China. 

That Your Excellencies’ powers are, notwithstanding that assurance, fatally defective 
is to me a sure indication that, the Government of China is not yet really solicitous for peace. 

Criticism is nearly exhausted by a simple comparison of the two Instruments which 
were reciprocally exchanged at this board yesterday, but it is not out of place to point out that 
one fulfils the definition which is usually given among civilized States to the term Full Powers, 
while the other is destitute of nearly all those qualities which are regarded as essential to such 
powers; it even fails to indicate the subject upon which Your Excellencies are to negotiate ; it 
does not authorize Your Excellencies to conclude or sign anything ; it is silent on the subject of 
the subsequent Imperial ratification of Your Excellencies’ Acts. In short it would seem that the 
authority which has been conferred upon Your Excellencies would be completely fulfilled by your 
reporting to your Government what my colleagne and myself might have. to say. : 

In this situation it would be impossible for us to continue negotiations. 

It may be urged that usage has not been entirely ignored in this instance. I cannot 
admit the sufficiency of such an explanation. I disclaim any right to interfere with the purely 
domestic customs of China, but I deem it not only my right but my daty to insist that in inter- 
national concerns:affecting my own country, the peculiar methods of China thal yield to the 
superior rules of international intercourse. — 

The restoration of peace is a matter of the greatest importance. To bring abont a 
re-establishment of amicable relations it is.not only necessary that Treaties with that object in 


view should be signed, but it is imperative that the meget should be fulfilled in good 
faith. 7 
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While Japan has found no reason to approach China on the subject of peace, she 
nevertheless feels bound in deference to that civilization which she represents, to listen to any 
bona fide overtures which China may advance, but she will decline to take part in the future in 
any fruitless negotiations or to become a party to a paper peace. The terms which Japan agrees 
to will be scrupulously observed by her and she will at the same time insist upon a like observ- 
ance of the terms by China. | 

Whenever, therefore, China finds herself seriously and sincerely desirous of peace and 
will confide actual full powers to Chinese officials whose names and positions will serve as an 
assurance that the terms which they may agree to will be confirmed and carried out in good 
faith, Japan will be prepared to enter upon new negotiations.

In this situation it would be impossible for us

The following is a translation of the spéech 
deliverei by H.E. Count Ito, Minister Presi- 
dent of State, in the House of Representatives, 
on the 21st inst., in connection with the pro- 

sed loan of 3,000,000 yew to the Korean Go- 
vernment. 


GenTLeMEN :—I have presented a special 
Budget to the House. Its object is to lend 
money to Korea, which step is temporarily neces- 
sitated by the present financial difficulties of that 
country. As to the condition of Korea since last 
year, you are well aware that the Tonghak 
rebellion, which commenced early last sum- 
mer, was followed by a failure of the harvest, 
avd then Came the war between Japan and 
China, Korea has ever since stood as our 
ally, and being still today im the midst of 
ithe war, our Government cannot: remain Wit- 
concerned, and is therefore brought under the 
| necessity of making a loan to Korea. You are 
halso aware that even to-day there are still some 
lremnants of the Tonghak rebels; but the King 
and the Government of Korea, acting upon the 
advice of our Government, are desirous to enforce 
reforms without delay. With regard to the Korean 
reforms, our Government proposed, in June last 


China should jointly carry them out, with the: 
object of maintaining Korea's independence. But ~ 
the refusal of China in this matter led at length te 
the present great war. Since then, our country 
has lent its aid to Korea to maintain her inde- 
pendence by our own power and out of pity for 
her isolation and weakness, and now she having 
fallen into her present difficulties, we cannot avoid 
the necessity of giving her temporary assistance.

events of the last year, we have at length clear 
evidence from China’s making the Tonghak re- 
bellion a pretext; from the internal condition of | 
Korea before the outbreak of the rebellion, and 
from the action and behaviour of the officials 
despatched from China, that efforts were made to 
sever the relations between our country and 
Korea. There also exists conclusive evidence 
‘that on the King of Korea’s appealing, or ra- 
ther being compelled to appeal, to China for 
the despatch of troops, China intended by 
using the suppression of the Tonghak re- 
bellion as a pretext to destroy the indepen- 
dence of Korea and make her in reality a tribu- 
tary State. Thereupon, our country was obliged 
to wage war; for though I have always firmly 
believed that war is not only a matter of the 
greatest national importance, but also that a 
nation as such should not lightly wage it, yet if we 
had borne the matter in silence and remained 
passive to the known designs of China, our atti- 
| tude would have affected not only our interests, 
| but our howour as well, or rather the maintenance 
\of our national dignity, and we were therefore 
| compelled as a result to carry out the general 
policy to which we have consistently adhered since 
the conclusion of the treaty of 1876.—(Hear, hear.) 
But, as all the world knows, Korea is a truly poor 
and weak country. Though I do wot think that 
the Kingdom is wanting in natural resources, still 
‘ there exists as yet not the least means or method 
“of exploiting such resources. And the nation 
also is content with inaction and temporizing 
methods, and does little more than pass the 
-day without effort of any kind, Both high and 
low live in a state of indolence., I believe 
this arises from absolute ignorance of the pre- 
sent condition of the world; and as the neces- 
sity of making such a nation independent not only | 
concerns Korea but has also a great bearing on 
our empire, which is separated from Korea by a 
narrow strip of water, | am confident that the 
maintenance of her independence has also a most 
important relation to the position of our Empire 
as a nation. And, therefore, though «we had 
hoped, by effecting reforms in Korea, to maintain 
her independence in conjunction with China, our 
Government, through China’s intention being, as 
I have already stated, different from ours, assumed 
alone this responsibility. As to the question, then, 
of the interference of other Powers, I firmly believe 
that there is wo reason for any Power to object 
to our sympathy with the isolated and weak or 
to our extending aid to othérs to maintain their 
independence.—(Hear, hear.) To realise and 
preserve such independence in the case of Korea 
appears to be a most difficult undertaking, but 
we cannot escape from the duty imposed upon 
us. The necessity, as 1 stated at the outset, now 
causes us to lend to Korea 3,000,000 yen ; and on . 
enquiring into the reforms contemplated, I do not 
think that Korea can rise alone by a mere change 
of officials at Séul, or by the suppression of the 
Tonghaks. Therefore, when the Korean rebellion 
is suppressed, the provincial Government must be

I said 
that | believed every one would agree. Again, 
what has happened up to to-day since the out-

Since, however, the despatch has ap- 
peared and been commented on after the 
invariable fashion of the local foreign 
press, that is to say, in a sense strongly 
unfavourable to Japan and palpably 
unjust, a few remarks on its contents may 
be advisable. 

The first allegation contained in the 
despatch is that the commission carried 
by the Chinese Envoys ‘‘did confer on 
them full powers to negotiate a treaty.” 
‘As to that, discussion is unnecessary. A 
copy of the commission has been publish- 
ed and not.so much as one jurisconsult or 
diplomatist has been found to assert its 
sufficiency. It delegated to the Envoys 
the functions of mere telegraphic clerks, 
unauthorized to conclude any treaty. 
They allege, however, that such a form of 
commission has been habitually employed 
by the Emperor of CHINA, and that they 
knew of no instance in which it had been 
rejected as insufficient. Their ignorance 
of their own country’s history is remark- 
able. In 1858 the Emperor of CHINA 
appointed a Commissioner to treat with 
Lord ELGIN. Here is the first paragraph 
of a despatch addressed by Lord ELGIN to 
the Commissioner, under date of May 6th, 
1858 :—

It is not even correct to say, as the 
Chitlese Envoys say, that their defective 
Commission was of the form castomarily 
employed by Chinese Emperor.

In one point only the Chinese Envoys 
have apparent cause for complaint: the | 
telegraph was closed to them for cipher 
messages.

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CONCLUSION OF AN ARMISTICE. 


A TEMPORARY and local armistice has 
been concluded between Japan and China. 
This chapter of the war is certainly one 
of the most interesting and at the same. 
time picturesque of the whole record. 

The first meeting of. the Peace Con- | 
ference took place on the March 2oth, and‘ 
the business was limited to mutual ex- 
amination of credentials. These being 
found perfectly satisfactory, the Pleni- 
potentiaries separated, agreeing to come 
together again at 2 p.m. the follow- 
ing afternoon. So soon on the second 
meeting opened, the Viceroy Li proposed 
that an armistice be declared as a step 
preliminary to negotiating terms of peace. 
| Such a proposal had, of course, been 
‘anticipated. The Japanese Plenipoten- 
tiaries replied that they were not averse 
to an armistice, but that, before agreeing 
to it, they should require China to com- 
ply with certain conditions, Those con- 
ditions were, first, that Japanese troops 
be placed in occupation of Tientsin, 
Taku, and Shanhaikwan ; secondly, that 
all the forts, barracks, and armaments 
at those places should be handed over ; 
thirdly, that China should withdraw her 
troops from their positions there ; fourth- 
ly, that Japan be given control | of 
the railway from Shanhaikwan to Tien- 
tsin ; and fifthly, that China should pay 
all expenses incurred by Japan in carry- 
ing out the above conditions. The 
| Viceroy took exception to these terms as 
too stringent, but asked permission to 
consider them maturely, which request 
was of course complied with. An interval 
of two days consequently ensued, and 
when, on the 24th ultimo, the Plenipoten- 
tiaries met again, the Viceroy urged that 
Japan should modify her demands. Re- 
ceiving a firm refusal, he declared, after 
some further expostulation, that. under 
such circumstances he desired to with- 
draw his proposal for an armistice and to 
commence the peace negotiations at once. 
It was therefore decided that the Confer- 
/ence should re-open for the latter purpose 
the following day. But on the way back’ 
from the place of meeting, a- fanatic 


attempted to take the life of the 


| Viceroy, and ‘succeeded in inflicting a 
wound so serious as to incapacitate the 
aged statesman for a considerable time. 
The Emperor of JAPAN then took a re- 
markable step. In consideration of the 
fact that the Viceroy had been wounded | 
‘by a Japanese, and that the progress of | 
the peace negotiations had thus been 
suspended by aw incident for which Japan 
was responsible, His MAJESTY directed 
his Plenipotentiaries to withdraw all the 
conditions previously advanced by them, 
and to agree to an unconditional armistice 
for a fixed period. The necessary agree- 
ment was at once drafted, and on the 3oth 
of March it received the signatories of 
both sides. Lord Lt, acting on behalf of 
the Viceroy, proceeded to the Conference 
chamber, and there received the signatures 
of their Excellencies Count ITo and Vis- 
count MutTsu, and Mr. Iro Miyoji, Chief 
Secretary of the Cabinet, repaired to Injo- 
ji and there received the signature of the 
Viceroy Li. The convention itself and 
the proximate cause of its conclusion are 
thus given in the Oficial Gazette :—

occupation, Provided shat, andex no circumstances 
whatever shall any advance be made beyond the 
aforesaid places during the period covered by this 
Convention. 


Art. I1L—The Governments of the Empires of 
Japan and China pay’ agree that, duritg the 
period covered by this Convention, neither party, 
whether for offensive or defensive purposes, shall 
augment its armies now in the field, or shall send 
re-inforcements, or shall in any other way increase 
their combative capacity. It shall, nevertheless, 
be within the compétence of the Government of 
either empire to make redistribution or trans- 
portation of its troops provided that such redis- 
tribution or transportation be not intended to 
augment the armies now actually engaged in the 
field. 


| Art. [V.—With regard to the maritime transport 

of military wecessaries or other contraband of 
war, seizures made in accordance with the laws 
of war, shall be permissible. 


Art. V.—The Governments of the two Empires 
of Japan and China agree to carry into effect the 
armistice agreed upon by this convention for a 
period of 21 days counting from the day of signa- 
ture. With respect to positions now occupied by 
the troops of each Empire and not within reach of

Art. Vi.—It is agreed that, without any further 
inter communication, this convention shall cease 
to have binding force at noon on the 20th day of 
the fourth month of the 28th year of Medi, namely, 
the 26th day of the third month of the 21st year of 
Kwang-su. But should the Peace Negotiations 
be broken off before that date, this convention 
shall simultaneously terminate.

It will be observed that the above Con- 
vention does not effect any regions other 
than those of Chihli, Shinking, and Shan-

Had there been any prospect of the terms 
obtained by Count Ito and Viscount Mutsu be- 
ing received with dissatisfaction by political 
agitators or any Other section of the nation, 
these very explicit words of approval by the 
Sovereign would effectually obviate such a 
contingency. | 

An important and interesting Proclamation 
has just been issued by the Emperor :-— 


Convinced that through peace national pros- 
perity is best promoted, and that the preservation 
of peace is a duty bequeathed to Us by Our 
Ancestors, it has ever been Our object since Our 
accession to the Throne to confer lasting ad- 
vantages upon the realm by the maintenance of 
tranguillity. Unhappily, a rupture occured last 
year in Our relations with China, with the result 
that war was forced upon us, which during the 
long period of over ten months it was impossible 
to bring toa termination. During that interval, 
Our Ministers of State, in concert with Our Army 
and Navy as weil as with both Houses of the Diet, 
Thave done everything in their power to further 
1 Our aims and fulfil Our instructions. At home 
nothing has been neglected in the way of elabor- 
ating plans, supplying funds and material of war, 
and perfecting the national defence. Abroad, 
heedless of storm and tempest, of the biting cold, 
of winter and of the searching heat of summer, ' 
Our expeditionary forces have triumphed over all 
difficulties and hardships, and the Flag of the 
| Rising Sun has been everywhere borne to victory. 
While; on the one hand, Our soldiers and sailors, 
have earned a reputation for discipline and; 
| humanity, the management of the foreign affairs. 
} of the realm has, on the other, been characterized 
| by promptitude and sagacity, so that the honour 
j and glory of Our Empire both at home and abroad 
j have been augmented, These happy results are 
largely due to the iHustrious virtues of Our Ances- 
tors, but the successes achieved could uot have 
been so complete had not the disinterested loyalty, 
valour, and earnestness of Our Ministers of State 
aud all Our subjects contributed to secure them. 
It is Our earnest desire, with the aid of Our sub- 
jects’ loyalty aud sincerity and by their zealous 
cdoperation, to restore peace and thereby attain 
| Our great object of promoting the prosperity of this

The present is a fitting opportunity to declare 
to you, Our good subjects, the objects that We 
keep in view, and to enlighten you as to the course 
of Ouc future policy. Gratified as We are that 
the victories recently oMained by Our arms have 
enhanced the glory of the Empire, We are never- 
theless sensible that the road still. to be traversed 
by the country in its march of civilization is long 
and arduous, and that the object unceasingly kept 
in view by Us since Our accession to the Throne 
remains yet unattained. We therefore hope, in 
common with Our loyal subjects, to be constantly 
on the watch against any feeling of self-content, 
and ever in a spirit of modesty to labour for the 
perfecting of Our military defences without ex- 
ceeding the limits of wise economy, and to strive 
for the promotion of the cause of education and 
refinement without engendering the vice of effemi- 
nacy. It is, briefly, Que wish that Government 
and people alike should work for the common end, 
and that Our subjects of all classes should strive, | 
each in his own sphere, to lay the foundation oi 
permanent prosperity and national strength. | 
With regard to plans of military defences and | 
financial adjustment, consequent upon the present 
war, the duty of adopting proper measures shall 
be entrusted to Ministers in whom we repose con- | 
fidence, but in the matter of nursing the nation’s 
resources by constant economy 6 frugality, we 
have to rely upon the aid of Our good subjects. 

It is hereby definitely announced that our strong 
displeasure shall be visited upon such as, in the 
pride of recent victory, offer insults to other States 
or do injury to our relations with friendly Powers. 
More especially with regard to China, the ex- 
change of ratifications of the Treaty of Peace shall 
mark the restoration of friendship between the 
two Empires, and no endeavours should be spared 
to develop more than ever relations of neighbourly 
good-will with her. 

It is Our pleasure that all Our good subjects 
shall respect and observe these Our plainly ex- 
pressed wishes. (Sign Manual.)

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IMPERIAL RESCRIPT. 


The following “Rescript, addressed to the 
soldiérs and: agilors of the Empire, was issued 
on the 13th instant:—— 


Our beloved soldiers and sailors: when in the 
1sth year of Meifi the system of organization of the 
army and the uavy was perfected, We, whe hold 
the supreme command of the Army and the Navy, 
laid down five points which you as warriors ought 
to observe with all your strength, and We pro- 
claimed to you that loyal, courteous, brave, up- 
right, and frail, you ought to be permeated with 
undivided sincerity. 

That We were very earnest in Our instructions 
to you was because We relied on you as Our 
main pillars, 

Since then tranquillity had reigned over the do- 
mainfor more than ten years. When, however, 
last year, war broke out with China, you rose up 
at one word from Us, and endured the sultry 
heat of summer, and braved theicy cold of winter. 
Those who stayed behind. devoted themselves to 
securing the safety of the Empire at home; while 
those who were despatched abroad undertook the 
arduous task of marching upon and attacking the 
evemy. The sesult has been that both by land 
and by sea a glorious success, never exampled 
before, has been achieved, thereby accomplishing 
the object of the war, and displaying the glory of 
the Empire to the four seas. 

Weare highly satisfied to see that the Imperial 
Acmy and Navy have arrived at such a state of effi 
ciency, and we appreciate at the same time that 
you, ever keeping in view the five points aforesaid, 
have disregarded your lives in order to fulfil our 
orders, and have admirably discharged the duties 
incumbent upon you as the main pillars of Our 
State. As to those who fell dead in battle or died of 
disease, and those that have been disabled, We 
deeply appreciate their patriotism and sympathize 
with their lot. i 

We have concluded peace with China, and are: 
about to share with you the felicity of peace. But 
We think that the enhanced honour of the Army 
and Navy and the glory of the Empire have 
added weight to your duties and responsibitities. 
Desirous as we are, wow that the Imperial glor 
has been augmented, to enjoy and share with 
you the honour of the Empire, we cannot but per- 
ceive that the future destiny of the State is as yet 
undeveloped; and we therefore enjoin on you, 
whether you remain in the respective services or 
are disbanded and go home, to obey faithfully 
Our instruction, to keep always in view the five 
articles, and to observe the duties of warriors, so 
as to discharge with the utmost sincerity on any 
necessary future occasion the duties that you owe 
to the Empire. | 
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His Majesty the Emperor of Japan and His Majesty the Emperor of China, desiring 
to restore the blessings of peace to their countries and subjects and to remove all cause for future 
complications, have named as their Plenipotentiaries for the purpose of concluding a Treaty of 
Peave, that is to say: 

His Majesty the mer of Japan, Count Ito Hirobumi, Junii, Grand Cross of the 
Imperial Order of Paullownia, Minister President of State, and Viscount Mutsun Munemitsu, 
Junii, First Class of the Imperial Order of the Sacred Treasure, Minister of State for Foreign 
A ffairs ; | 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China, Li Hung-Chang, Senior Tutor to the Heir 
Apparent, Senior Grand Secretary of State, Minister Superintendent of Trade for the Northern 
Ports of China, Viceroy of the Province of Chihli and Earl of the First Rank, and Li Ching- 
Fong, Ex-Minister of the Diplomatic Service, of the Second Official Rank ; 

Who, after having exchanged their Full Powers, which were found to be in good and 
proper form, have agreed to the following Articles: 


ARTICLE IL. 
China recognizes definitively the full and complete independence and autonomy of 
Corea, and in consequence, the payment of tribute and the performance of ceremonies and for- 
malities by Corea to China in derogation of such independence and autonomy, shall wholly cease 
for the future. 


ARTICLE IL. 

China cedes to Japan in perpetuity and full sovereignty, the following territories toge- 
ther with all fortifications, arsenals and public property thereon : 

a)—The southern portion of the Province of Féng-Tien within the following 
boundaries : 

The line of demarcation begins at the mouth of the River Yalu and ascends that 
stream to the mouth of the River An-ping ; from thence the line runs to Féng Huang; from 
thence to Haicheng, from thence to Ying Kow, forming a line which describes the southern 
portion of the territory. The places above named are included in the ceded territory. When 
the line reaches the River Liao at Ying Kow it follows the course of that stream to its mouth 
where it terminates. The mid-channel of the River Liao shall be taken as the line of 
demarcation. 

This cession also includes all Islands appertaining or belonging to the Province of 
Féng-Tien situated in the eastern portion of the Bay of Liao-Tung and in the northern part of 
the Yellow Sea. 

b)—The Island of Formosa together with all Islands 6 eas or belonging to the 
said Island of Formosa. 

c)—The Pescadores Group, that is to say, all Islands lying between the 119th and 
120th degrees of longitude east of Greenwich and the 23rd and 24th degrees of north latitude. 


ARTICLE IU. 

The alignments of the frontiers described in the preceding Article, and shown on the — 

annexed Map, shall be subject to verification and demarcation on the spot, by a Joint Commis- 

F 

sion of Delimitation, consisting of two or more Japanese and two or more Chinese Delegates 
to be appointed immediately after the exchange of the ratifications of this Act. In case the 

boundaries laid down in this Act are found to be defective at any point, either on account of 
topography or in consideration of good administration, it shall also be the duty of the Delimita- 

tion Commission to rectify the same. 


(2) 


The, Delimitation Commission will enter upon its duties as soon as possible and will 
bring its labors to a conclusion within the period of one year after appointment. | 

The alignments laid down in this Act, shall, however, be maintained until the rectifi- 
cations of the Delimitation Commission if any are made, shall have received the approval of the 
Governments of Japan and China. 


ARTICLE IV. 

China agrees to pay to Japan as a war indemnity, the sum of 200,000,000 Kuping 
Tacls. The said sum to be paid in cight instalments. The first instalment of 50,000,000 taels, 
to be paid within six months, and the second instalment of 50,000,000 taels to be paid within 
twelve months, after the exchange of the ratifications of this Act. The remaining sum to be 
paid in six equal annual instalments as follows: The first of such equal annual instalments to 
be paid within two years ; the second within three years; the third within four years ; the fourth 
within five years; the fifth within six years, and the sixth within seven years, after the exchange 
of the ratifications of this Act. Interest at the rate of 5 per centum per annum shall begin to 
run on all unpaid portions of the said indemnity from the date the first instalment falls due. 

China shall, however, have the right to pay by anticipation at any time any or all of 
said instalments. In case the whole amount of the said indemnity is paid within three years 
after the exchange of the ratifications of the present Act, all interest shall be waived and the 
interest for two years and a half or for any less period if then already paid shall be included as a 
part of the principal amount of the indemnity. 


ARTICLE V. 

The inhabitants of the territories ceded to Japan, who wish to take up their residence 
outside the ceded districts, shall be at liberty to sell their real property and retire. For this pur- 
pose a period of two years from the date of the exchange of the ratifications of the present Act, 
shall be granted. At the expiration of that period those of the inhabitants who shall not have 
left such territories shall at the option of Japan, be deemed to be Japanese subjects. 

Each of the two Governments shall immediately upon the exchange of the ratifications 
of the present Act, send one or more Commissioners to Formosa to effect a final transfer of that 
Province and within the space of two months after the exchange of the ratifications of this Act, 
such transfer shall be completed. | 


ARTICLE VI. 
All treaties between Japan and China having come to an end in consequence of war, 
‘ China engages immediately upon the exchange of the ratifications of this Act, to appoint 
Plenipotentiaries to conclude, with the Japanese Plenipotentiaries, a Treaty of Commerce and 
Navigation and a Convention to regulate Frontier Intercourse and Trade. The Treaties, Con- 
ventions and Regulations now subsisting between China and European Powers shall serve as a 
basis for the said Treaty and Convention between Japan and China. From the date of the 
exchange of the ratifications of this Act until the said Treaty and Convention are brought into 


actual operation, the Japanese Government ; its officials; commerce; navigation; frontier inter- — 


course and trade; industries; ships and subjects, shall, in every respect, be accorded by China 
\ most favored nation treatment. 


China makes in addition the following concessions, to take effect six months after the 
date of the present Act : | | 
ist.—The following cities, towns and ports, in addition to those already opened, 
shall be opened to the trade, residence, industries and manufactures of Japanese subjects, 
under the same conditions and with the same privileges and facilities as exist at the 
present open cities, towns and ports of China :

The Japanese Government shall have the right to station Consuls at any or all of 
the above named places.

- 2.—On the Woosung River and the Canal, from Shanghai to Suchow and 
Hangchow. 
The Rules and Regulations which now govern the navigation of the inland waters 
of China by foreign vessels, shall, so far as applicable, be enforced in respect of the above 
named routes, until new Rules and Regulations are conjointly agreed to. 


3rd.—Japanese subjects purchasing goods or produce in the interior of China or 
transporting imported merchandise into the interior of China, shall have the right tem- 
porarily to rent or hire warehouses for the storage of the articles so purchased or trans- 
ported, without the payment of any taxes or exactions whatever. 


4th.—Japanese subjects shall be free to engage in all kinds of manufacturing 

industries in all the open cities, towns and ports of China, and shall be at liberty to im- 

port into China all kinds of machinery paying only the stipulated import duties thereon. 

All articles manufactured by Japanese subjects in China, shall in respect of inland 

transit and internal taxes, duties, charges and exactions of all kinds and also in respect of 

warehousing and storage facilities in the interior of China, stand upon the same footing 

and enjoy the same privileges and exemptions as merchandise imported by Japanese 
subjects into China. 3 

In the event additional Rules and Regulations are necessary in connection with these 

concessions, they shall be embodied in the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation provided for by | 

this Article. | 


ARTICLE VIL. 
Subject to the provisions of the next succeeding Article, the evacuation of China by the 
armies of Japan, shall be completely effected within three months after the exchange of the 
ratifications of the present Act. 


ARTICLE VIIL. 

As a guarantee of the faithful performance of the stipulations of this Act, China con- 
sents to the temporary occupation by the military forces of Japan, of Wei-hai-wei in the 
Province of Shantung. | 

Upon the payment of the first two instalments of the war indemnity herein stipulated 
for and the exchange of the ratifications of the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation, the said 
place shall be evacuated by the Japanese forces, provided the Chinese Government consents to 
pledge, under suitable and sufficient arrangements, the Customs Revenue of China as security for 
the payment of the principal and interest of the remaining instalments of said indemnity. In 
the event no such arrangements are concluded, such evacuation shall only take place upon the 


payment of the final instalment of said indemnity. 


It is, however, expressly understood that no such evacuation shall take place until after 
the exchange of the ratifications of the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation.

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Cc, 
ARTICLE IX. ‘ 3 

Immediately upon the exchange of the ratifications of this-ACE, all prisoners of war 
then held shall be restored and China undertakes not to ill-treat or punish prisoners of war s0 
restored to her by Japan. China also engages to at once release all Japanese subjects accused of 
being military spies or charged with any other military offences. China further engages not to 
punish in any manner nor to allow to be punished, those Chinese subjects who have in any 

manner been compromised in their relations with the Japanese army during the war. 


ARTICLE X. 


All offensive military operations shall cease upon the exchange of the ratifications 
of this Act. 


ARTICLE XI. 

The present Act shall be ratified by Their Majesties the Emperor of Japan and the 
Emperor of China and the ratifications shall be exchanged at Cheefoo, on the 8th day of the 5th 
month of the 28th year of Meiji, corresponding to 14th day of the 4th month of the 21st 
year of Kuang Hai.

SEPARATE ARTICLES. 


ARTICLE I. | 
The Japanese Military Forces which are, under Article VIII of the Treaty of Peace 
signed this day, to temporarily occupy Wei-hai-wei, shall not exceed one Brigade and from the 
date of the exchange of the ratifications of the said Treaty of Peace, China shall pay annually, 
one-fourth of the amount of the expenses of such temporary occupation that is to say, at the rate 
of 500,000 Kuping Taels per annum. 


ARTICLE II. 
The territory temporarily occupied at Wei-hai-wei shall comprise the Island of 
Liu Kung and a belt of land 5 Japanese Ri wide along the entire coast line of the Bay of 
Wei-hai-wei. 
No Chinese Troops shall be permitted to approach or occupy any places within a zone 
5 Japanese #i wide beyond the boundaries of the occupied territory. 


ARTICLE III. 

The Civil Administration of the occupied territory shall remain in the hands of the 
Chinese Authorities. But such Authorities shall at all times be obliged to conform to the orders 
which the Commander of the Japanese Army of occupation may deem it necessary to give in 
the interest of the health, maintenance, safety, distribution or discipline of the Troops. 

All military offences committed within the occupied territory shall be subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Japanese Military Authorities. 

The foregoing Separate Articles shall have the same force, value and effect as if they 
had been word for word inserted in the Treaty of Peace signed this day.

IMPERIAL RESCRIPT. 

We recently complied with the request of China and in 
consequence appointed Plenipotentiaries and caused them to 
confer with the Plenipotentiaries appointed by China and to 
conclude a Treaty of Peace between the two Empires. 

Since then the Governments of Their Majesties the 
Emperors of Russia and Germany and of the Republic of France 
have united in a recommendation to Our Government not to 
permanently possess the peninsula of Feng-Tien, Our newly 
acquired territory, on the ground that such permanent poss- 
ession would be detrimental to the lasting peace of the Orient 

Devoted as We wmalterably are and ever have been to the 
principles of peace, We were constrained to take up arms 
against China for no other reason than Our desire to secure

‘FRIENDLY WARNING. 
THE fiction that Japan received due warn- 
ing from the Three Powers of their 
intention to interfere should she include 


the cession of any part of the Asiatic 


mainland in her terms of peace, continues 


to be offered for public credence by a 
section of the press. The Cologne Gazette, 
for example, after claiming that, at the 
outset, ‘the German Government emphati- 
cally and successfully opposed the at- 
tempts of foreign Powers to interfere 
prematurely in the struggle,” goes on to 
say that, being aware of “the endeavours 
made by the Japanese radical war party 
to drive the Japanese Government from 
the moderate course it was pursuing into 
a path which might lead to the violation of 
important European interests and thereby 


‘to a deterioration of the friendly relations 


between Japan and the European Powers, 
the German Government, at the begin- 
ing of March, instructed its Minister in 
To yo to recommend to the Japanese 
Government a policy of moderation in 
drawing up the conditions of peace, adding 
that the demand for a cession of territory 
on the continent would, in the eyes of 
Germany, be particularly calculated to 
provoke an intervention of European 
Powers.” The Cologne Gazette then

When a few weeks later, the first news as to the

It is 
well to understand exactly the situation as 
it existed at this stage, according to the 
Cologne Gasette. Let us put the case into 
a more concrete form. A and B are en- 
gaged in a struggle. C stands by, “ em- 
phatically and successfully ” holding back 
several other letters of the alphabet that 
are inclined to interfere before the drub- 
bing administered by A to Bis completed. 
A gets B down and is about to despoil 
him, when C says :—* You had better not 
take any part of B’s coat, for, if you do, I 
am persuaded that some of those meddle- 
some letters will combine to preserve the 
integrity of that garment on B’s behalf.” 
What interpretation would A put upon 
such a warning? Could he, by any stretch 
of imagination, translate it to mean that if 
he meddled with B’s coat, C would not 
only cease to keep the lists, but would 
actually collect a party of the other letters 
and act as their leader in a combined at- 
tempt to take back B’s garment from the 
victorious A? To anticipate such a con- 
tingency, A would require a singularly 
elastic imagination. Were he accustomed 
to measure events by any ordinary stand- 
ard of perspicacity, and to look for some 
consistency in the procedure of responsible 
persons, he could never construe C’s 
warning as an indication that C himself 
intended, in the given contingency, to 
abandon the réle of a friendly neutral and 
assume that of an active interferer. He 
would necessarily regard the intimation 
simply as a well disposed hint that un- 
pleasant combinations might be formed by 
outsiders unless he displayed moderation 
in the matter of the coat.

Shimonoseki, April 5th, 1895. \. 
In the brief time agreed upon within which I 
was to make my examination and reply to the draft 
of Treaty proposed by Their Excellencies the 
Japanese Plenipotentiaries, I have given to the 
important subject the most earnest study and care 
which it has been possible to devote to it, in view 
of the physical disability under which, unfortun- 
ately for my country, i am now suffering. If, 
therefore, this memorandum should not be as com: 
plete as might be desired, I can only plead these 
causes in excuse, and trust that within a few days 
I shall be able to answer fully and specifically all 
the points desired by the Japanese Plenipoten-|

made by Japan. Hence the Article will require 
to be modified in this respect.

-3—INDEMNITY. ol te 


_ China does not think it is just to require her to 
pay an indemnity for the expenses of a war in 
which she does not regard herself as the aggres- 
sor, and during which she has not invaded Japan- 
ese territory ; hence it seems illogical for China to 
pay an indemnity. But in view of the fact that 
my Government, desiring to bring the unfortunate 
war to a close, so as to relieve the people from 
suffering, in October last promised through the 
American Minister to pay indemnity, and in view 
of the further fact that an indemnity was one of the 
conditions mentioned among the terms announced 
by Japan on the 17th of February last, through 
the Minister of the United States in Peking, 
I am prepared to insert in the Treaty a provision 
for a reasonable indemnity. 

In the first place, it isto be noted that Japan 
stated the object of the war was to secure the 
complete independence of Korea. On November 
22nd of last year it was announced to the foreign 
Governments that China was ready to acknowledge 
the independence of Korea; and the expenses of 
the war beyond that time ought not to be included 
in the indemnity. 

In requiring an indemnity of China it should not 
be fixed at a sum beyond her ability to pay, as her 
failure to pay would be held by Japan to be a vio- 
lation of the Treaty and might lead to a renewal 
of the war. The amount demanded is beyond the 
ability of China to pay under her present system 
of taxation. To increase the internal or domestic 
taxes at this lime would lead to great discontent 
and probably to insurrection, especially when 
added to the dissatisfaction of the people with the 
Emperor and his Government for making what 


ments concerned, 

This latter source of revenue is the only avail- 
able fund which can be hypothecated or pledged 
to bankers or capitalists in negotiating foreign 
loans. It is already so fully pledged for war loans 
that only a part of it can be made ayailable for a 


| loan to pay off the indemnity. From a statement 


prepared by the Commissioner of foreign Customs 
at Shanghai, March 1st last, it appears that the 
Customs revenues of China were on that date 
pledged for the payment of war loans, in 1895, of 
Haikuan Taels 3,937,420; in 1896, of Haikuan 
Taels 6,281,620; in 1897, of Haikuan Taels 
5,142,238; and that upon these war loans it will 
be necessary within twenty years to pay Haikuan 
Taels 78,017,103 out of the Customs revenues, It 
is to be noted that since March 1st the amount of 


these loans has been considerably increased, 


The credit of the Chinese Government and its 


ability to wegotiate a loan have been greatly in- 


jured by the war, It has been compelled to pay 
7 and even 8} per cent. interest, and the lowest 
rate it has obtained abroad (and that for a small 
sum only), was 6 per cent. with a heavy discount 
on the face value of the bonds. It is claimed by | 
prominent and experienced bankers that the best | 
rate which can be obtained at the conclusion of | 
peace is 64 to 7 per cent. on the full value of the | 
bonds. 

The average annual total revenue received from | 


Chinese Customs including transit dues and opium 
likin, from 1890 to 1893 inclusive, amounts to Hai- 


kuan Taels 22,548,150; and of this sum it has 
heretofore been customary to pay Over to the Pro- 
vincial authorities six-tenths. f this important 
sum of ready cash is diverted to pay the Indemnity, 
new taxation will have to be imposed in the Pro- 
vinces and the people would complain. If a fo- 
reign loan is sought to be made to meet the indem- 
nity asked by Japan, it would require in principal 
and interest, at 6$ per cent., if redeemable in 
twenty years, the enormous sum of Haikan Taels 


690,000,000, an amount enticely beyond the pos- 


sibility of the Chinese Government to negotiate 
and beyond its ability to meet by taxation, 


This will be apparent to any one at all acquaint- 
ed with Chinese revenues, when it is remembered 
that the indemnity to Japan is not the only finan- 
cial burden which has been brought upon China 
by the war, and which must be immediately pro- 
vided for. As already mentioned, the terms of 
peace when made known will cause the present 
dynasty and the Government to become unpopular 
with many of the Chinese people, and local dis- 
content and disordec may be expected. Besides, 
there have been called into the field large numbers | 
of raw and undisciplined troops, which with the 
conclusion of peace must be disbanded, and there 
is great danger that they will commit acts of 
robbery and lawlessness which will seriously tax | 
the Government to suppress. The energies of the 
Government will be tried to the utmost to prese: ve 
the peace, and without peace and order it will be 
impossible to raise even the revenues. It will 
therefore, become necessary, in order to preserve 
internal tranquility, to organize and equip an 
army according to modern methods of warfare, 
and to rebuild the navy which has been practically 
destroyed by the war. These will require large | 
and immediate expenditures of money, but it will 
be impossible to raise the money for these poreeee 
if this heavy indemnity is to be paid: Go- 
vernment is contemplating various reforms and 
improvements in the country, but all these will be 
paralyzed if Japan does not largely reduce her 


| demand.

The indemnity is termed in the draft of pro- - 


posed Treaty ‘‘ a war indemnity,” which it is sup- 
posed means an indemnity to pay the expenses 
incurred by Japan in the prosecution of the war. 
But if that is the case, I think the Japanese Pleni- 
potentiaries must admit that the sum demanded 
is largely in excess of that amount. It is not 
possible for one not possessed of the official details 
to know the exact amount of the war expenses of 
Japan up to the present time, but there are certain 
official and public data and statements which seem 
to fix the limits within which that sum may be 
approximately estimated, and the Japanese Pleni- 
potentiaries will be able to confirm or correct it. 
It is understood that there was in the Public Trea- 
sury of Japan, at the opening of the war, about 
30,000,000 yew. How much of tliis sum was used 
for war purposes is not known to the public, but 
it may be assumed that all of it was appropriated 
for that purpose. Soon after the opening of hosti- 
lities a war loan of 150,000,000 yen was authorized. 
According to the report in the public press of Japan, 
the Prime Minister, His Excellency Count Ito, 
made a speech in the Lower House of the Japanese 
Parliament on the 2oth of February last, in. which 
alter cvelerring to the failure of negotiations at 


Hiroshima early in that month, he used this | 


language: ‘ From the subsequent state of the 
war aud under the present circumstances it is 
difficult to tell when peace will be restored, and it 
is not improbable that the war fund may become 
insufficient.” He thereupon asked the Parlia- 
ment to authorize an additional war loan to meet 
the emergency of a considerable prolongation of 
the war. 

It seems fair to infer from this speech that the 
first war loan had not been exhausted and would 
not be unless the war was continued for some 
time. The Japanese vernacular newspapers, in 
referring to this speech and the action of the Par- 
liament on the subject, stated that “the actual 
need of the fund will be some time in June or July 
next, and the Government is said to have sub- 
' mitted it to the Diet, not because the money is in 
‘urgent need, but because the Diet is just now sit- 
ting ” (see Asahi, quoted in the Yokohama Gazette, 
February 231d); and the following, “ of the first 
war loan there remains 50,000,000 yes to be raised, 
and of the 80,000,000 already floated a consider- 
able sum has still to be paid up” (see Kokumin, 
as quoted in the Fapan Mail of February 23rd). 
In addition, account is to be taken of some popular 
contributions. But if these statements are to be 
accepted as approximately correct, it would seem 
reasonable to believe that the total money expendi- 
ture of Japan in the war up to the present time 
does not exceed 150 million yen. 

In estimating the war expenditure of Japan, it 
should not be forgotten that victory has given that 
country many valuable spoils of war, such as the 
captured naval vessels and the large amount of 
military material and supplies, which should fairly 
be deducted in fixing the gross amount of the 
indemnity, 

To charge China with interest on the deferred 
payments of the indemnity is an onerous and un- 
reasonable provision, and becomes doubly so when 
the enormous amount demanded is considered. 


4.—COMMERCIAI. PRIVILEGES. 


In the very brief time allowed for an examina- 
tion and reply to the Treaty draft, it has not been 
possible to study fully the complex and detailed 
questions to which the commercial privileges and 
stipulations asked for give rise. The following 


The 3rd Clasue provides for a reduction of the 
transit dues on Japanese imported goods to two 


| per cent., or a practical decrease of one half of one 


per cent. ; and it is proposed to abolish altogether 


the existing dues on goods exported, When it is 


remembered that this same Treaty draft contains 
an Article demanding of China the payment of an 
indemnity beyond her present power to make, it 
seems most inappropriate to ask China to give up 
up any of her existing sources of revenue. Rather 
ought Japan in view of what has been stated re- 
specting the Customs revenues, to agree to an 
increase of that tariff. At the same time that 
Japan is negotiating with Foreign Powers to secure 
an increase of her own tariff, itishardly consistent 
to demand of China a reduction of her already low 
tariff. 

The effect or object of the 3rd clause appears to 
be to exempt foreign goods from any dues or likin 
tax whatever after they have passed out of the 
hands of the importer or foreign owner, This is 
a subject which has been often considered with 
foreign diplomatic representatives at Peking, and 
the fairness of such a claim has never been shown. 
There is no government which more jealously 
guards it commercial privileges than Great Britain, 
and her subjects engaged in the Chinese trade 
have often moved her Ministers to secure relief 
from the likin tax, but without success. Lord 
Eigin, who accompanied the British army to 
Peking, aud exacted from China after the oc- 
cupation all the commercial privileges which he 
deemed just on the part of the victor, rejected 
the claim as now proposed and said he “ did not 
see his way clear to further protection of imports 
against taxation once they have passed into the 
hands of a Chinese purchaser.” (British Govern- 


ment Blue-book on Revision of Treaty of Tieutsin, 
1871, p. 443.) - The British Board of Trade, hav- 


ing official supervision of foreign commerce, ex- 
amined this subject at the request of the British 
Office of Foreign Affairs, and decided that “to

whieh’ cannot be entertained by Her Majesty’s 


Government. There is nothing in the Treaty 
which appearsto my Lords to justify such a sweep- 
ing demand, and in view of the internal taxation 
to which native goods are subject in China, it 
would be in their opinion both unjust and inex- 


_pedient to enforce such a demand, event if it were 


warranted by the terms of Treaty stipulations ” 
(Ib. p. 357.) Sir Thomas Wade, so familiar with 
Chinese trade, and so long the able represe:itative 
of Her Majesty’s interests at Peking, said the 
likin tax ‘tis not in its nature more open to objec- 
tion than our income tax, nor, indeed, to any 
extraordinary tax by which a State short of money 
may recruit its finances.” And again, referring 
to the abuse to which the privilege asked for in 
3rd clause would give rise, he said, “it is hard 
enough on the Provincial Governments that they 
must give up their tolls on goods that are foreign- 
owned ; but it will be harder still if Chinese, armed 
with foreigner’s certificates, are to carry Chinese- 
owned goods toll-free from end of the Empire to 
the other.” (Ib. pp. 444 and 447.) In view of 
these declarations, so well founded in justice and 
propriety, I feel sure the a ge enipoten- 
tiaries will be willing to modify their proposition so 
as to secure the protection of imported goods only 
as they remain in the possession of the foreign 
owner. This will besecured by granting to Japan 
favoured nation treatment, ‘Japan should be 


satisfied with that. 


must be taken as merely an expression of views, 
and full reservation is made to add to or correct 
‘| them hereafter.

The 6th clause refers to the privilege of import- 
ing machinery into China to convert Chinese raw 
materials into manufactured goods, a question 
which has been much discussed with the Diplomatic 
corps at Peking, and which has been settled 
against the privileges asked for in this clause. 
The prohibition of foreigners from engaging in 
China in manufacturing industries has been one of 
long standing and in which Foreign Governments 
have acquiesced, as a prohibition which properly 
belongs to the sovereignty and independence of a 
nation. To allow foreigners to enter and establish 
factories for converting the natural products into 
manufactured 
livelihood of the Chinese and work a serious 
injury to native industries which it is the duty of 
the Government to protect.

It only remains for me to add, in order to pre- 
vent future misunderstanding, that my refusal at 
this time to enter upon a new examination of 
Japan’s demands, does not imply an acquiescence 
on my part in Your Excellency’s observations or 
conclusions. |

"two lots as an enforced alterntive, and only after the Japan

"That important interest of ownership on the part of

, estimation of the only person competent to determine the point, | 
su fficient, would seem to be fully established by the fact 
that the Consul cancelled the leases, and his action, it 

seems to me, must be regarded as conclusive by the Japanese 
Authorities, more espegially as it was the action of a foreign 
official taken under the provisions of an existing Treaty. 

The default, I wmderstand, was beyond question and the 
leases left nothing to be desired as to explicitness on the 
subject of the penalty in case of default. Consequently any 
irregularity in the procedure, if such existed, could not in 
the least affect the real merits of the case. 

If the actual distinction in the matter of the ownership 
of the land between the Sagarimatsu and the Kozone-machi lots 
is kept in ‘view and if the action of the Japanese authorities 
subsequent to the annulment, of Mr. Lake's leases is also taken 
into consideration, I am persuaded that Your Excellency's

leases were in good faith issued in favor of Edward Lake, upon 
application therefor being made through the U. S. Consul who 
had annulled the earlier instruments. That application, it 
may be added, was predicated upon the fact that George W. 


Lake's leases were no longer in force. 


The Kogonemachi lot, on the other hand, is the property 


of a Japanese subject. His title was subject to the lease 

of George W. Lake so long as that lease was in existence. But 
when that lease was cancelled, his dormant rights, ipso facto, 
revived. He is now in possession of the lot and the Imperial 
Government have, at this time, no more right to compel him 
ugain to lease his land or to determine for him the rate of 
rent, .than they have to take his property without just 
compensation. 

The conditions and rent reserved under the new leases 
to Rdward Lake are identical with those contained in George 
W. Lake’s leases and the Imperial Government are in no wise 
gainers by the cancellation of the lease to the Kozonemachi 
lot. 

The Imperial Government may, therefore, justly claim that 
the action of the Nagasaki authorities was influenced solely 
by a desire to see the just and reasonable conditions of the 
leases in ppcroe at enforced.
